Palma'a Pay. 


H&Taaa, Mar 29.—The hotiae of rep- 


resentatives has reconsidered the bill 
which provided amnesty for Ameri- 
cans -who were under sentence or in 
Jail in Cuba, and has added an amend- 
ment which provides that amnesty be 
granted 
to native-born Americana 


only. In this form the bill was sent 
to the senate. 
The purpose of the 


amendment is to exclude from the 
proposed amnesty those naturalized 
Americans who might be released un- 
der the bill and who might still con- 
tinue to reside in Culm. Tbe house 
has voted to fix the salary of the 
president of the republic at |25,000 a 
year and that of members of congress 
at 13.600.
